The Reparations Issue. 


The postponed Lausanne Conference on 
reparations will meet in June, and until 
some new arrangement is made the Hoover 
moratorium,. which ordinarily is due to 
end on June 30th, will be continued. The 
date is well chosen, since certain events 
of the first importance, germane to the 
issue, . will have happened before it 
arrives—namely, the French and Prussian 
elections and the German presidential 
election. Furthermore, the delay will 
enable many points to become much 
clearer than they were last month— 
clearer, indeed, than they are to-day. 
“The object of the Conference,” runs the 
official announcement, “will be to agree 
on a lasting settlement of the question

Art in the North, 


During last week the Northern Drama 
League staged three performances of Ben 
Jonson’s “ Volpone.’’ We are not con- 
cerned with the merits of the play, which 
are more familiar to readers than to 
theatre-goers, or of the production, which 
appears to have been excellent. The point 
of interest is that such a show has been 
staged in Belfast, which only ten years 
ago possessed a notoriety, not altogether 
undeserved, as the strong tower of 
“ Philistinism.’* Recent years, however,

Js true that the theatre still obtains a 
“scanty foothold ; and there is little prospect 
that the.

The orchestral concerts which 
are given in the Ulster Hall on most 
Saturday nights surpass in quality and 
ambition anything except the rarest efforts 
made in Dublin; and the prices of 
admission are throwing the treasury of 
fine music open to the poorest citizens. 
The public. response to this experiment 
shows how deeply the love»of music is 
ingrained in the North. The phenomenon 
is not unusual in industrial cities, even 
where there is little or no public appre- 
ciation of the other arts. Dublin's 
citizens, to whom the orchestral concert is 
a comparatively rare entertainment, can- 
not but envy their “ Philistine” 
brethren in Belfast. 


Bicycles, 


Last year is said to have been, “perhaps, 
the best year that the bicycle industry has 
ever known, ' and the sales made last 
month by a single firm, according to the 
Morning Post, exceeded those of the corre- 
sponding period in 1931 by fifty per cent. 
The same tale comes from other manufae- 
turers throughout England. It appears 
that this revival in bicycles is due to the 
recent legislation which compelled every 
motor cycle owner to insure his machine, 
and so precluded the sharing of one motor 
cycle by several persons. This practice 
had become very common lately. Other 
factors, however, have contributed to the 
return of the '“ push-bike ” to popularity. 
The congestion of traffic in streets of 
London and other large cities has caused 
many men, who hitherto went to their 
work by car or omnibus, to use a bicyele 
if the distance is not too great.

These opponents of the 
Government’s plans hope for support 
from the Labour Party in the division 
lobby; and they are not likely to be dis 
appointed. 


Conservative Resentment. 


Possibly, the fact that there is consider- 
able dissatisfaction in the Conservative 
ranks of the Government because of the 
Liberal opposition to the Tariff proposals, 
in addition to a feeling that the proposals 
are not sufficiently far-reaching, has in- 
duced the leaders of the party to hold a 
conference of Conservative members of 
Parliament during the week s end at the 
Bonar Law College at Ash Bridge. The 
conference is private, but it is known that 
the discussions deal with agriculture, the 
old standard, and the relations existing 

tween the Conservative Party and the 
National Government. It 1s probable that 
Mr. Baldwin will be able to pour oil on 
the troubled waters, but there is no deny- 
ing that the Conservatives resent the ar- 
tion of the Samuel Liberals, and that 
their leaders must exercise a considerable 
amount of restraint if miatters are to go 
smoothly. A moderate section of Conser- 
vative opinion is anxious that differences 
on the subject of Tariffs shall not destroy 
Government unity on other important mat- 
ters, and is willing to disregard many 
things to secure such anity. 


Mr. Macdonald's Health. 


The-Prime Minister continues to make 
steady progress. If it continues he may 
ba able to attend a meeting of the Cabinet 
during the week before he goes away ‘or 
a change of air—possibly on a short sea 
voyage. Mr. .Macdonald is anxious to 
return to the House of Commons to face 
the critics of his policy, and the medical 
men find it difficult to persuade him to 
take the.rest necessary after his operation.

journey virtually impossible. The bicyele 
can penetrate where other forms of trans- 
port are baffled, and, with a knowledge of 
side-streets, much time can be saved. 
Hire-purchase, too, has played its part. 
To-day a bicycle can be acquired on the 
easiest terms, and last October prices were 
much reduced. Such a return to favour 
has a precedent in the history of traffic. 
The advent of the railways seemed to spell 
the doom. of the old coaching inns, but the 
motor car restored them to evidence, In 
their turn the motor car and the motor 
cycle appeared to threaten the bicycle's 
very existence. Now their abundance, and 
the regulations resulting from it, have 
saved the situation. We hope that the motor 
cycle manufacturers will be able to recoup 
themselves for any loss of their home sales 
by increased exports, so that what is 
gained on Ithe swings may not be lost on 
the roundabouts. : |

armaments by an International Commis- 
sion, are all points that the various 
speakers appeared to have in common. 


CANADA’S STIRRING APPEAL. 


Canada, China, Latvia and Hungary. 
addressed the Conference at Geneva on 
Saturday. 
Sir George Perley, head of the Canadian 
delegation, said: “Our experience has 
taught us that reduction of armaments 
can itself be a source of security. The two 
are, indeed, inter-related and  inter- 
dependent.’’ 
Canada’s experience was that friendship 
and the goodwill of neighbours were the 
best insurance against war. 
“ We make bold to declare,’’ Sir George 
Perley continued, “ that armies on our 
frontiers or warships on our inland seas 
might prejudice the beneficent effect of 
that fortunate situation. We think, 
further, that organisation of peace ean be 
best achieved at this time by emphasising 
prevention of conflict rather than punish- 
ment of aggression; by building up 
machinery for conciliation rather than 
provie"s for sarictions; by using the 

vague of Nations as a channel through 
which international. public opinion can 
express itself rather than by developing it 
into a super-State. 
“The generation that remembers so well 
the horror, brutality and futility of war is 
passing away. This may be the last great

LEAGUE INQUIRY REPORT. 


GENEVA, Sunday. 
A reign of terror followed the Japa- 
nese occupation of the Hongkew district 
of Shanghai, according to the second re- 
port of the League of Nations Consular 
Commission in Shanghai, cabled to the 
League this afternoon. 
‘* A state of open war exists,’’ the re- 
port declares. “ The offensive is entirely 
in the hands of the Japanese, whose de- 
clared object is to capture the Woosung 
forts and to drive all Chinese troops to a 
considerable distance from Shanghai.’’ 
Almost the entire non-Japanese popu- 
lation, the report says, has fled from the 
Hongkew area. It is impossible to deter- 
mine which side broke the truce. 
The Commission asserts that Chinese 
troops in civilian clothes invaded the 
Japanese section of the International 
Settlement, following the Japanese action 
an January 28th, concealed themselves 
inside houses or upon roofs, and fired down 
upon Japanese patrols. 


HUNDREDS SLAUGHTERED. 


Owing to the insufficiericy of numbers 
of the regular troops, it should be men- 
tioned, says the report, that the Japa- 
nese armed so-called reservists, who were 
distinguished by brassards. 

This sniping led to the use of machine- 
guns in reply, and, eventually, to house- 
to-house searches to locate snipers. 
Houses were also set on fire in order to 
make the snipers move from their nests. 
The Japanese naval authorities finally 
took complete control, barricaded the 
streets, disarmed the police and paralysed 
all other municipal activities, including 
those of the fire brigade. 

Numerous excesses, including summary 
executions, were committed by the marines 
and the reservists, the report says. A 
large number of Chinese remains un- 
accounted for. The municipal police have 
details of over one hundred such cases.

MODERN FAMILY LIFE 
CONDEMNED. 


Lenten Pastoral letters were read yester- 
day in all the Roman Catholic churches im 
the dioceses of Kildare and Leighlin, Cashel, 
and Meath. MReferences to. the coming 
Eucharistic Congress and the celebration of 
the fifteenth centenary of the coming-of St. 
Patrick to Ireland were made in each of 
these letters, with additional. comment in 
some cases upon the lack of supervision 
shown in the family life of to-day and the 
necessity for missionary activity. 

The Most Rev. Dr. J» M. Harty, D.D., 
Archbishop of Cashel and Emly, discusses 
at length the circumstances in which St. 
Patrick came to Ireland. ‘St. Patrick,” 
declares’ His Grace, ‘‘ came to Ireland in the 
vear 432 and preachéd the Christian faith as 
he found it in the Christian world of his 
time,’’ A little over a century. after the 
arrival of the great. Apostle St. Columban 
said in a letter to Boniface 1V.—‘* We, all 
the Irish, dwelling at the end of the world, 
aro disciples of Saints Peter and Paul and 
all the disciples who wrote the Divine Canon 
(the New Testament), receiving nothing 
beyond the Evangelical and Apostolic teach- 
ing: there has been no heretic, no Judaist, 
no schismatic, but the Catholic faith, as it 
was first transmitted from you—that.1s; from 
the successors of the holy Apostles—is held 
unshaken.’ 

“There. could be no reasonable doubt about 
the faith of St. Columban, or of ‘all the 
Irish.’ The faith planted’ m: fertile Irish 
soil by St. Eatrick, and taken again to the 
nations of Europe by Irish missionaries, was 
the faith that came from Rome, from the 
successors of the holy Apostles."’ 

The Bishop of Kildare and Leighlin (the 
Most. Rev. Dr. Matthew Cullen, bp.) de- 
clares that modern family life presents a 
icture unworthy of tbe Christian home. 

here is a lack of supervision on the part 
of parents ; they give their childrena freedom, 
which is licence, to go where they please and 
do as they please. hey alléw them to con- 
sort with evil companions, to remain outside 
their homes at unreasonable hours, and to 
frequent places of amusement of a question- 
able, and often of a positively dangerous, 
character. "The time that should be spent in 
strengthening family bonds 1s _ frequently 
spent in undermining them. “ Thus,” 
observes His Grace,..“‘ parental control is 
weakened, .if not entirely. lost; family 
prayers. are neglected; the home loses. its 
attractions, and the virtues that should be 
acquired therein are supplanted by the vices 
which prevail outside.’ 

The Bishop of Meath (the Most Rev. Dr. 
Mulvany, D.D.) says that the most obvious 
way the faithful can show their gratitude to 
God for all. He has done for their fathers 
and themselves is to hearken to the voice of 
His ministers—the duly appointed guardians 
of faith and morals—to abhor and detest all 
societies and organisations, whatever be their 
name, which tend to propagate, under the 
guise of patriotism or social reformation, 
principles that are subversive of all morality 
and all authority, civil and © ecclesiastical, 
human and divine.
